T'TT  QDUCTION. 

It  Is  by  no  means  an  agreeable  task  having  to  write  down  re¬ 
membrances  regard  In;;  th:  most  sorrowful  experiences  of  one  a  life, 
which  ono  would  prefer  to  put  Into  oblivion  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  Sunday,  "arch  1st,  1°*2  was  the  Japanese  Invasion  of  Java. 

All  military  forces,  lnc^’dlng  the  city  guard,  the  militarised 
civil  oollce  and  the  alr’ild  orocantl  ons  warnLng-sorvice  lind  ad- 
vla6y  qvlued  Bemarang,  vhen  on  Tuesday,  ’’arch  Ird,  the  Governor  of 
Control  Java,  ”r.  dinkier,  put  tho  assistant-resident  f.  Pns  and 
In  charge  of  the  whole  civil  administration  of  his  c_ty.- 

On  Harch  P.th  the  c  *ni  tuition  took  place. 

On  wnreh  12th  the  first  Jo -vine  se  occurrtlon  lorces  onterod 
Seme?ang;  they  behaved  correctly.  (For  this  first  section  I  managed 
the  food  partially;  besides,  all  deliveries  were  paid  for). 

In  tho  second  part  of  "arch  the  authorities  came  to  Jake  over 

the  civil  administration,  headed  by  Lieut.  Col.  Taga. nU^trators 
hnvlour  was  also  still  tolerable,  though  we,  civil  administrators, 

were  Immediately  degraded  to  a  low  1  arm  of  advlsershlp. 

Soon  afterwards  the  .Compel- troops  errtv ed.  headed  by  a  ser- 
eonnt-ma lor  who  came  to  no  at  the  townhnll  to  requisition  in  a 
v,rv  rouch  way  -  sonotimos  with  his  sword  drawn  -  many  things, 
sveh  ”  ™torycnr3,  b=ds  »;th  ,,osqUlto-ots.  p.trol,  tyros;  food- 
stuffs,  etc.  He  made  it  clear  to  me  thit  th.  .vOm-D-i 
authority  in  actual  possession  of  the  highest  power. 

\t  the  end  of  "arch  tho  infantry  regiment  led  by  Col.  Tmal  came 

ond  orcuoled  Soaring  ->nd  environs,  llelninedlotolyrequlsltloned 
about  400  beds  from  the  emergency  hospitals  and  oeeupi-d 
troops  the  high  school  and  Djatingaloh  barraocs. 
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These  troops  ware  considered,  in  general,  to  behave  properly. 

A  less  acceptable  thing  was  that  the  city  guard  was  interned  in 
the  orison  "DJoernatan" ,  an  old  condemned  orison,  appropriated  for 
nativo  criminals. 

From  Col.  Irrnt  p.r3or.ally  -  who  spoke  a  little  French  -  I  ob¬ 
tained  permission  for  the  admittance  of  tv/o  clergyman  (Van  Loouwon 
and  Do  Jong)  into  DJoernatan  prison  on  Easter  Monday,  nnd  also  for 
a  Roman  Catholic  ^riest,  to  address  the  city  guards.  Afterwards, 
many  efforts  having  been  to  no  avail,  I  obtained  permission  from 
this  colonel  to  have  a  camp  arranged  for  tha  city  guard  at  DJatin- 
galeh.  The  ladles  Snapvanger.t  and  T?r  Keoge  (both  in  TJandi  camp 
at  present)  and  my  wife,  Vrs.  Boinsevain,  helped  arranging  this 
camp  -  which  meant  a  great  improvement  for  the  city  guard  -  by 
collecting  mattresses,  bed-curtains,  kitchen  utensils,  etc. 

The  city  guard,  however,  was  very  soon  removed  to  Soerabaja; 
but  on  April  22nd  all  off’cials  from  Scmarang  and  places  in  the 
vicinity  were  confined  to  this  Dlatingaloh  camp.  The  food  was  bad 
and  insuff id.  ent  and  the  treatment  by  the  guards  sometimes  very 
rough. 

Together  with  the  governor  Winkler  and  the  asst. resident 
Hiotzschel  I  enjoyed  a  special  treatment  by  being  confined  outside  - 
the  camp  in  a  sergeant’s  house.  From  here  we  were  able  to  smuggle 
twice  a  day  oggs  °nd  bananas  into  the  camp,  ns  much  as  our 
knl  cherbocker-noc’'ots  could  store  without  making  ourselves 
conspicuous. 

On  Tfny  4th  I  w^s  employed  a~ain  by  the  civil  authorities.  I 
had  to  act  ns  their  adviser  concerning  the  registration  of  all 
Europyan  inhabitants  of  Scmarang  and  was  put  in  charge  of  its 
preparation.  Appointed  head  of  the  Europeans  (so-called  "wljkmeos- 
ter")  T  was  forced  to  remove  and  occupy  a  big  house  at  No.  87, 
Rodjong  (next  to  Anion  office)  -  working  at  a  sal' ry  of  one  hundred 
guilders  a  month  -  wharo  T  had  to  arrango  my  office  os  well.  Thoug 
with  the  presentiment  of  having  been  put  in  charge  of  a  bad  .and 
expensive  Job,  I  felt  obliged  to  accept  it,  especially  in  viow  of 
the  opportunity  ertailo1  with  it  co  serve  and  advocate  the  inte¬ 
rests  of  the  remaining  European  community,  as  well  ns  still  possibl 
under  these  circi mstancas.  As  to  the  question  whether,  to  some 
d  groe,  T  succeeded  in  accomplishing  this  task,  I  defer  willingly 
to  the  opinion  of  th'  hundreds-  not  only  common  people  -  who  used 
to  frequent  ny  office  during  that  time  (Hay  4th,  1942  -  October 
1st,  1943). 
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*ty  a t  the  outset  tolerable  relations  with  tho  civil  authori¬ 
ties  woro  soon  undermined  by  tho  Kompeital.  ?!y  advices  regarding 
tho  registration,  aiming  at  nnd  often  obtaining  exemption  from 
naymant  -  tho  tax  as  woro  F  150.-  a  year  for  i  mn  and  F  80,-  for  a 
woman.  17  years  old  and  abovo  -or  delay,  or  payment  In  Instalments, 
woro  Increasingly  nogloctod  and  finally  not  wanted  any  more. 

I  was  accused  of  having  advised  wrongly  and  on  purpose,  In 
order  to  assist  Europeans  In  shirking  those  taxes;  I  had  to  wait 
for  hours  nnd  days  before  office  doors  In  order  to  spoak  to 
Japanese  authorities  (the  original  ones  ware  already  several  times 
replaced  by  oth:r  ones).  Korpolnon  woro  again  and  again  visiting 
ny  office,  of  course,  or  they  called  me  to  their  offlco  to  got  all 
kinds  of  Information. 

So  I  wroto  some  reports  about  Freemasonry  (I  an  froomason 
since  1928),  The  Rotary  (Just  before  tho  war  had  been  chairman  of 
the  Semarang  Rotary  Club),  and  several  reports  about  tho  Europoan 
community  of  Semarang,  In  tho  last  mentioned  reports  I  advocated 
its  awful  destiny,  pleaded  for  improvement  by  procuring  employ¬ 
ment.  To  Mr.  Onishl,  sub-head  of  tho  Kompeital  early  in  1943, 
who  asked  me  to  frankly  express  my  opinion,  I  handed  a  report  In 
which  I  protested  against  the  degradation  of  the  European  popula¬ 
tion  to  mrlas  of  society!  For  even  tho  smallest  people  wore 
thrown  out  of  their  offices  and  places  with  tho  central  and  local 
government,  .Ml  this  pleading  was  In  vain!  (Persons  who  have 
road  these  reports  are  e.g.  ”r.  Moreau  (Boeloo),  rs.  J.  Kartog, 
Batavia,  Carolusziokenhul3 ,  rr.  Duker,  Singapore). 

Concerning  the  way  In  which  the  Japanese  loading  men,  and 
that  was  chiefly  the  Kompeital,  always  and  everywhere  tried  to 
destroy  tho  European  community,  I  could  bring  forward  numerous 
Instances;  the  following  throe  will  suffico: 

2)  i\t  the  end  of  1943  the  so-called  protection  camps  for  women 
wero  arranged.  \s  Intermediary  between  tho  civil  administra¬ 
tion  (Gunsel-bu)  and  tho  women  and  children  to  be  interned, 
a  committee  was  Installed,  tho  members  for  which  I  had  to 
proposo  within  some  hours:  so  it  could  not  be  represontativo 
(chairran  of  this  cocvltieo  was  * r.  kssolbergs  who  died  in 
1945).  ’Vo  did  our  utrost  to  got  tho  TJandl  hills  appropriated 
as  womencarp.  But  although  the  Japanese  civil  authorities 
were  willing  to  colaborate  In  this  way  -  wr.  Sato  went  so  far 
is  to  investigate  and  to  limit  the  complex  of  houses  and  pre¬ 
mises  at  Nw,  TJandl  with  mo  to  serve  as  a  carp  -  the  exocutior 
of  tho^o  good  intentions  was  hindered  by  tho  Kompeital, 

Lanp-rs arie  and  Sompok,  tho  low-situated  quarter  of  the  city 
including  the  "kampongs"  behind  the  nalnroad,  were  designated 
for  this  purpose. 
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b)  /hen  In  July  and  August  1942  the  European  non  who  were  vnem- 
Dioyod,  wore  to  bo  removed,  thoro  was  such  exaggerated  prois 
about  a  colonisation  plan  Xoslllr.  \11  persons  to  bo  sent 
nwny  war a  gathered  on  tho  premises  of  the  Konpeitni, 

. llhelninnploin,  and  ovary  on o  w.as  allowed  to  hand  In, 
through  my  intermediary.  a  roquo3t  for  exemption  from  being 
3ent  away  to  Koslllr,  if  ho  could  provo  to  be  ablo  to  pro¬ 
vide?  for  himself  by  some  nroductivo  omploynont.  I  drew  up 
44  of  such  petitions  and  passed  thorn  on  to  tho  sub-hoad  of  t 
Korpoltni  *'r.  Onlshl,  p.rsonally,  one  day  after  tho  gathorln 
of  tho  people  concornod.  K  ?  referred  me  to  the  military 
corrandor,  Col.  Ii^al,  but  here  I  was  told  the  Kor.poltal  had 
to  arranga  this  natter;  so  not  one  of  tho  potUlons  was 
looked  into  and  nil  man  were  removed  to  Koslllr,  outplayed 
and  unemployed . 


£)  After  tho  capitulation  wo  hero  wora  all  very  ootlrlstlc  and 
believed  tho  Australian  and  British  forces  would  soon  (In 
1942)  come  back  to  sot  us  froo.  7,sny  times  locally  born  men 
(not  confined)  came  to  ra  (among  then  were  military  non)  to 
show  me  thalr  readiness  to  start  underground  action  ns 
guerilla  troops,  etc.  I  exnlainod  to  them  -  agreeing  with 
tholr  Intentions  -  that  we  could  not  do  anything  in  this 
nlxod  community  if  we  did  not  have,  nt  least  for  tho  outward 
organisation,  tho  approval  of  tho  Konpoital.  For  all  gather¬ 
ings  wore  suspectod,  oven  those  in  my  office,  ns  was  clearly 
perceptible,  ’ 'ith  essrs.  Jar.ar  and  7  onfils  wo  tried  nn 
organisation  of  locally  born  Europeans  In  order  to  assist 
the  civil  police  in  the  quarters  whero  still  many  Europeans 
wore  living,  in  order  to  chock  tho  numerous  thefts.  I  ob¬ 
tained  the  v  >rbnl  permission  of  the  Kcrapeltai  chief,  captain 
Jasinn.  But  as  s^on  as  In  soma  quarter  Europeans  wore 
patrolling  at  night,  these  men  were  sont  away  by  the  civil 
police.  7/e  ever,  did  not  got  the  permission  to  assist  the 
civil  police  without  an  own  organisation. 

The  Kempoitni,  however,  dominated  the  civil  police,  each 
police  station  was  nrovided  with  a  soldier  v/ith  the  woll 
known  red  band  round  his  lofthand  sleeve. 


Tn  tho  meantime,  the  registration  business  being  finished, 
my  main  task  consisted  of  looking  after  tho  poor,  chiefly  locally 
born  Europeans,  mostly  wives  and  children  loft  behind  by 
prison ;rs-of -war  and  other  internees.  Mso  whole  farilios  of 
officials,  set  free  on  'lay  13th  because  they  had  a  salary  of  only 
F  300.-  and  less,  fell  back  into  great  ooverty.  ?'any  young  girls 
and  women  were  at  their  l~st  shift  and  driven  into  prostitution, 
all  belongings  being  sold  in  order  to  get  food. 
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The  European  cor:*mnlty  of  Scnorong,  rost  of  the  wealthy 
persons  being  In  conf inoment ,  was  unable  to  procure  the  necessary 
cash  to  such  a  degree  .as  to  provide  the  rinimun  living  for  the 
thousands  of  poor  people  who  had  lost  all  their  revenues* 

'rG  gathered  money  and  it  is  impossible  to  mention  the  names 
of  all  the  persons  who  took  a  1 .ad  in  poor  r-liof.  My  closest 
cooporators  in  the  beginning  wore  Mrs,  Dr,  van  Oort  with  her  lady 
friends,  later  on  the  various  ecclesiastical  organisations,  led 
by  the  Revs,  van  Laeuv/en  and  do  Jong,  the  catholic  priests  de  Qua'1 
and  Jans  :n.  Later  still,  when  in  the  middle  of  1913  all  European 
clergymen  and  priests  were  interned,  the  ladies  van  Dort,  Pillow 
and  (Kobong  125)  were  of  great  help  in  dis¬ 

tributing  the  ronoy  aneng  the  nearly  2000  poor  people.  rfo  col¬ 
lected  for  them  clandestinely  Iron  the  Europeans  who  lived  still 
in  better  conditions,  orivstely  and  through  the  offertory  bags  in 
the  churches.  Besides  that,  we  received  iron  the  bureau  for  tho 
Int  rests  of  locally  born  Europeans  in  Batavia  F  1000,-  to  F  1500, 
per  month  (via  F..C.  organisation), 

Tho  Kemnoitai  suspected  every  gath;ring  of  people  and  money, 
but  to  do  this  work  100:$  secretly  was  impossible.  So  I  reported 
about  it  superficially  and  we  concentrated  this  relief  work 
chiefly  around  the  churches  and  ry  office,  wh~re  I  was  assisted  by 
”r.  V/.  Duk:r  who  served  as  ry  secretary  until  varch  1943,  Mrs« 

J.  Hartog-Veerkarp  until  ny  of i ice  was  closed  (April  6,  1943)  and 
my  wife,  (Of  course,  there  vnre  rany  other  Ladies  and  gentlemen 
assisting  re  for  a  shorter  or  longer  space  of  tire,  but  I  cannot 
mention  them  all),  My  wife  .also  collected  clothes  and  shoes  and 
supplied,  together  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roelofs,  one  hot  meal  every 
Saturday,  consisting  of  a  rich  soup  or  fried  rice  ("nasi  goreng") 
to  500  persons. 

Concerning  all  thosj  activities  the  Kemp  itai  knew  the  ropes; 
they  watched  v..ry  closely,  could  not  find  out  something  like  a 
serious  olot,  but  once  suspect. d  as  anti-Nippon  and  imprisoned, 
this  poor  relief  business  turned  out  to  bo  tho  basis  of  all  tho 
charges  brought  against  re. 

Gradually  it  became  nor e  evident  that  in  the  Ion?  run,  on 
account  of  their  susoiclous  frame  of  mind,  their  queer  way  of 
administration  ard  backwardness  of  culture,  it  was  impossible  in 
n y  position  to  cooperate  with  the  Jaos,  TryUng  to  do  my  duty  in 
obedience  to  my  Government's  ord  r  to  cooperate  with  the  occupants 
for  the  sake  of  the  population,  Z  could  not  avoid  conflicts  on 
account  of  ordrs  contrary  to  honour  and  conscience.  I  still 
remember,  it  was  early  in  ,?nrch  1043,  two  Kenpei  men  entering  ry 
private  room  in  my  office  and  ord  ring  me  to  inform  then  whenever 
an  Indo-European  acted,  would  act,  or  sneak  against  Jananese 
interests.  At  my  reply  that  Indo-Europeans  wore  law-abiding 
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people  and  never  thought  of  plotting  against  the  Japanese  Occupa¬ 
tion  as  long  as  they  wore  treated  reasonably,  thoy  got  angry, 
slapped  r.:e  in  the  face  jnd  wont  away  (Sergeant  Shiroso). 

So  tha  conflicts  with  the  civil  authorities  and  Konpeitai 
succeeded  one  another  increasingly  and  culminated  in  ny  refusal  to 
assist,  on  behalf  of  a^l  Europeans  -  as  I  was  still  appointed  head 
of  nil  Europeans  -  ln”organizing  festivities  to  celebrate  tho 
anniversary  of  tiia  capitulation  of  Java.  (About  this  question 
Mr.  R.  1".  Younge  will  rerorbor  what  wo  discussed  together;  I  did 
not  follow  his  shrewd  ndvico  to  give  a  good  meal  to  tho  poor 
Europeans  on  that  day).  My  refusal  ws3  based  on  tho  considera¬ 
tion,  that  the  Japanese  could  (reasonably)  not  expect  the  im¬ 
ported  (pure)  Europeans,  whom  they  had  declared  to  bo  their  mortal 
enemies  to  attend  to  tho  festivities  on  March  8th;  besides,  they 
were  bound  to  be  interned  altogether.  The  locally  born  (Indo) 
Europeans  again  were,  os  always,  in  a  difficult  position,  between 
tho  devil  and  the  deep  soa.  Divided  into  throe  political  groups 
(I.E.V.,  I.K.P.  and  Insulindo)  thoy  used  to  differ  even  in  normal 
tinos.  In  general  they  hated  tho  Jap,  but  on  tho  other  hand  wore 
not  declared  enemies  of  the  "new  stato"  (DJown  Baroe).  Thoy  could 
not  agree  in  this  matter  either.  With  regard  to  my  position  as 
general  representative  of  all  Europeans,  I  could  not  possible 
assist  In  any  way  with  tho  festivity  organisation  rontioned  above.

When  T  told  than  so,  the  Jap  (Hatchifutchi)  was  not  satisfied 
and  wanted  at  any  rate  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Indo-European 
groups  to  attend  to  the  celebration.  I  reported  this  wish  to  the 
chairman  cf  the  largest  political  group,  the  Indo-European  Longue 
(I.E.V.),  ’<r.  Olivo,  and  suggested  to  him  to  write  a  letter, 
stipulating  that  on  "arch  8th  the  Indo-Europeans  of  tho  I.E.V. 
did  not  feel  like  doing  anything  but  stay  at  hone,  mourning  their 
fathers,  husbands  and  sore  lost  in  tho  war;  that  they  were  willing 
to  cooperate,  if  thoy  could  got  sono  worthy  employment,  but, 
being  in  cront  distress,  could  not  attend  to  festivities  -  or 
words  to  that  effoct.  But  Mr.  Olive  even  refused  the  writing  of 
a  letter,  and  as  I  could  not  do  anything  more,  we  both  awaited  the 
events  to  cor.o.- 

That  very  month  saw  the  consequences  of  our  turning  away  from 
the  anniversary  day  of  March  8th:  Mr.  Olive,  called  to  account  by 
Hatchifutchi  (right,  hand  cf  Jap.  resident),  was  said  having  argued 
angrily  (or  awkwardly)  and  soon  afterwards  was  out  in  jail  by  tne 
Kempoitai.  Later  on  he  was  charged  with  disobedience  and  sen¬ 
tenced  to  6  ronths  imprisonment.  I  was  dismissed  and  afterwards 
my  fate  became  ruch  worse,  as  the  following  pages  will  rove''!. 
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I  expected.  of  course.  to  bo  Interned  again,  but  on  tho 
ground  of  ny  bolng  a  locally  born  (Indo)  European,  I  was  loft 
nlono  for  tho  prosont. 

+ 

I  had  to  closo  down  ry  office  and  to  renovo,  and  also  to 
stop  ry  relief  work,  but  in' spits  of  ths  Kempol's  prohibition  wo 
continued  the  poor  r-llDf  os  secretly  as  possible.  The  fanlllos 
(600  or  7^C  parsons)  tv  ho  used  to  go  and  fetch  their  support  at 
ny  of  flea,  we  removed  for  that  purpose  to  tho  church  of  tho 
orthodox  parish,  led  by  Rev.  do  Jon*. 

Collected  roney  I  handed  to  Tlrs.  van  Dort  and  to  Rov.  van 
Losuwon  (’Trs.  Pllouw):  gifts  continued  to  flow,  though  gradually 
less  abundantly.  In  the  noantime  wo  were  rsnoved  to  No.  41, 
Setaran,  a  house  under  one  com  on  roof  with  that  occupied  by  an 
Indian  named  \kbar,  who  care  hero  together  with  the  Japanese 
troops  and  was  now  orployod  by  the  railway  head  offlco  ns  a  porter 
(I  mention  this  because  I  strongly  distrusted  him  ns  being  a  spy; 
several  converse tiens  hsld  in  ny  houso  afterwards  turned  out  to 
have  boon  literally  repeated  to  tho  Keirpeltal). 

It  was  clear  that  I  had  made  myself  impossible  with  the  Japs 
duo  to  ny  non  aopearaneo  on  their  great  demonstration  days,  or  on 
whichever  of  their  official  gatherings,  ovon  not  on  the  annlversar 
day  of  Tenno-IIeika.  I  an  quite  sure  that  nobody  can  *ven  claim 
and  state  ry  a ttendanco  to  such  events  in  thoso  days,  as  the 
Kenooltnl  often  wanted  re  to  do  In  order  to  pay  tribute  to  their 
flag  and  national  symbols  on  behalf  of  Senarangs  Europeans. 

Thus  tho  tension  lncroased.  In  those  days,  September  1^43* 
Italy  surrendered;  the  Japs  wore  much  alarmed  by  this  fact  and  the 
Konpol’s  suspicions  raised  very  high.  I  felt  somebody  following 
mo  wherever  I  went  er  cyclod. 

In  tho  nl?ht  of  September  3^/Octobor  1,  I  was  lifted  out  of 
my  bed  by  soma  Korn pel  men  and,  with  only  tho  most  essential 
clothes,  taken  by  motorcar  to  tho  Kenpoltal  building  (Court  of 
Justice) .

First  I  wqs  drivon  to  tho  police-station  at  DJ^rblang  whero, 
with  rnny  ''thor  locally  born  Europeans,  sitting  on  the  floor, 

T  had  to  await  daybreak.  Anong  the  parsons  who  conspicuously 
asslstor’  the  Jap,  civil  police  ant1  Kanpol  "on,  I  recognized  ’Ir. 

S  ^odowo.  Indonesian  r’srbcr  ■'f  the  rainlcipality  council  before 
the  war.  Tror  another  prisoner  I  hoard  the  none  of  Dolt  'ur, 
locally  born  European,  whon  1  did  not  know,  assisting  with  tho 
razzia.  At  dawn  wo  were  takon  to  tho  Kenpoitai  in  a  truck;  there 
wore  "any  roro  Europeans,  anong  then  threo  ladies,  already  in- 
Drisoned,  dragged  ~ut  of  their  houses  that  night.  By  noon  wo 
wars  transferred  to  the  old  "nd  wretchod  Jail  at  DJoernaton,  where 
T  vns  locked  up  in  a  cell,  in  tho  coroony  of  8  other  Indo- 
Europeans.  For  8  days  nothing  happened,  besides  lack  of  food; 
then  tho  trial  began. 

My  interrogator  wn  the  Kcr.pei  sergeant  nared  Kaneko.  a  real 
Mongolian  tyno,  with  slanting  eyes,  low  forehead  and  the  roan 
expression  of  ,a  brute.  His  interpreter,  assistant  interrogator,  ^ 
na^od  Katsur.a .  was  an  extraordinary  tall  ran,  a  lorrosnn,  who  ha ( 
livod  in  Java  for  rany  years  and.  spoke  tho  T,alay  language  r^thor 
woll.- 


During  the  r.ornlng  they  ronainod  quiet,  questioning  ro  about 
sovoral  facts  concerning  ny  birth,  descendance,  education,  pro- 
vtous  officos,  etc.  IJn  the  afternoon,  however,  they  asked  ro 
1  with  when  I  had  plotted  against  Japan  and  what  espionage  I  had 
-ccorplishod  so  far.  As  I  doniod  having  served  as  0  spy.  Kanoko 
b->nt  ro  with  a  barboo  stick,  alternately  with  o  leather  dogwhlp, 
on  ny  back;  and  tho  interpreter  constantly  ponrolcd  ny  arr.s  and 
shuldcrs  with  n  ruler.  After  a  throe  hours'  trial  I  was  Just 
able  to  walk  back  to  ny  roll  and  took  a  both  in  tho  open  spaco 
before  the  cells.  As  I  undressod,  thoro  arose  a  conr on  cry  of 
painful  astonishnent  at  tho  sight  of  ny  back  ana  shoulders,  which 
were  beaten  black  and  blue,  Aftor  tho  bath  I  hod  £llnj">  n 
little  wall  in  order  not  to  break  dawn  altogether.  Then  1  was 
carried  away  by  two  guardians  to  a  soparato  coll,  -ver  since 
that  date  (October  9,  1943)  until  ny  sontonce  (January  31,  1945) 

I  had  to  endure  solitary  confineront. 

Th-"»  next  day  the  trial  was  continued,  Kanoko  and  Katsuna 
clanourin?  terribly,  and  tho  blue  spots  turned  to  wounds,  because 
evrv  denial  was  answered  with  trnshings  and  lashes  ^n  the  head, 
back  -nd  ar~s,  blows  with  the  fists  in  the  face  and  kicking  with 
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,  tn;  heavy  rilitary  boots  against  the  ribs  nnd  shins.  They 
sc >rched  with  burning  cigarettes  and  applied  electric  current 

•  that  made  one  bounce  and  dance  like  a  frog,  screaming  until  one 

•  faint'd ;  all  this  In  order  to  get  tholr  -mch  desired  confessions. 
Ti  ^oo  r 3 tliod g  if  trial  wore  so  bnrbarlous,  the  troatront  so 

i  brutal,  s  beastly  and  so  void  of  any  humanity,  that  the  physical 
I  tortures  and  nornl  agonies  are  beyond  description.  The  traces  of 
j  this  troatront  are  still  to  bo  seen  on  ny  face  nnd.  all  over  ry 
i  body. 

I  Vhon  this  trial  has  lasted  for  about  one  wook,  and  I  was 

still  denying  the  fantastic  charges,  Kanoko  thrashed  no,  pur¬ 
posely,  for  such  (a  long  tiro  until  I  fell  down  unconscious,  while 
he  added  to  the  last  blows  the  words:  "Oppns,  bnwak  di  kannr 
sakit"  (Guardian,  carry  him  to  the  hospital). 

I  nwoko  In  tha  hospital  of  the  .In  11,  lying  on  a  crib  strained 
I  with  canvas,  My  wounds  w  .re  doctored  by  fell  w-prisoners  with 
iodine,  but  not  dressed,  Jty  dirty,  bloody  clothes  stuck  to  ny 
body  and  the  crib  swarmed  with  vornin. 

There  I  lay  for  s-mo  weeks  nnd  the  trial  went  on  dally. 

(  Nearly  every  day  I  was  called  for  trial;  between  two  asslstnnt- 
nursos  I  was  dragged  to  the  torture  chanber,  being  unable  to  walk 
rysolf.  I  could  hardly  rise  from  ny  crib  and,  clinging  to  the 
oth’r  cribs,  had  to  drag  nyself  forward,  to  the  W.C.  and  washing 
y  placo7\  Many  fellow-prisoners  hnve  witnessed  this,  among  thorn 
three  Honan  Catholic  friars  nrxl  Mr.  Chr.  Bergman  (now  at  St. 
Elisabeth  hospital),  who  at  that  tine  were  in  the  sam.o  jail 
hospital  suffering  from  dosoas  in  the  belly. 

What  I  was  charged  with  can  bo  mentioned  only  briefly,  be¬ 
cause  the  official  report  concerning  my  trial  as  drawn  up  by 
Kanoko,  grow  t(>  a  volume. 

I  was  said  having  acted  as  a  spy  with  the  assistance  of  many 
oth^r  persons  at  Sorarnng  nnd  even  outside  Sornrnng,  to  the 
effect:  that  I  had  ordered  the  investigation  of  the  strength  of 
the  occupation  forces  at  Ser>nrang,  their  encampments,  armnunt, 
aerodrores  and  wharf  capacity,  accurately.  That  I  had  passed  on 
this  information  to  military  instances  or  (also)  t ~  Batavia, 
through  thj  intermediary  of  Mr.  A,  Bogaardt,  to  profess :r  D.  de 
Vries  nnd  to  the  Swiss  consul  there  (Mr.  A.  Bogaardt  I  knew 
superficially;  wo  belonged  to  the  sar,o  political  organisation, 
the  Indo-European  Lon'Tue,  of  which  ho  was  a  member  of  the  chief- 
board.  During  the  Nippon  tir.o  he  was  chief  of  the  office  for  the 
interests  of  Indo-Europeans,  from  where  we  hnd  received  the  money 
f  r  p  >or  r  lief.  The  two  other  persons  mentioned  I  had  never  met 
in  ry  lifo,  neither  even  hoard  of  their  existence). 
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Ov  r  and  above  that  I  vng  charged  with  having  ordered 
sabotage;  I  was  said  having  corr.andod  tho  destruction  of  tho 
Interlocal  tjlophono  system,  ns  soon  as  the  Allies  would  land 
In  Java,  (This  fantastic  and  stupid  chargo  was  revoked  after¬ 
wards  by  the  court  martial,  but  during  tho  trial  I  had  suffered 
daily  torture  f >r  several  wooks  and  sloopness  nights  on  account 
of  It), 


succeeded  In  bringing  ro  soretlre3  to  a  state  of 
sorl-unconsclousnoss  and  apathy  by  thrashings,  kicking,  hanging 
on  tho  arms  which  were  tlod  backwards,  driving  an  electric  cur¬ 
rent  through  ry  body:  >ncc  ho  tried  to  bronk  ono  of  ny  wrists  by 
'XJ.ans  of  a  l^rgo  woodon  pair  of  pincers  (the  traces  are  still 
visible  on  ry  left  wrist).  So  there  were  rononts  when  I  admitted 
tho  nost  fantastic  char-os.  But  when  9ono  days  afterwards,  bolng 
in  a  better  physical  and  spiritual  condition,  I  was  Interrogated 
anew  about  It,  I  denied,  of  courso,  to  be  guilty.  The  llltroat- 
'•’cnt  at  last  wont  so  far  and  I  g^t  exhausted  to  such  a  degree, 
that  ono  dav  (October  1943)  two  Kcrpei  ’•’on,  who  were  visiting 
the  Jail  hospital,  saw  r e  lying  thoro  and  ordered  to  transport 
f  ro  t*»  tho  central  city  hospital  by  ambulance!) 

This  human  net  took  place  on  tho  initiative  of  a  wollknown 
Kor.pol  Interpreter  by  tho  name  of  Nogari,  a  Japanese  educated  by 
Catholic  prlosts,  who  had  traveled  In  Europe,  spoke  several 
European  and  Asiatic  languages  and  with  whom  I  had  been  In  con¬ 
tact  before  ry  irprlsonnont. 

In  this  hospital  I  was  greeted  friendly,  though  furtively, 
when  still  lying  >n  a  strotcher,  by  Dr.  'Sootarto,  who  had  no 
washed  properly  and  ny  wounds  dressed.  Ho  laid  no  down,  alone, 

In  a  s’-’nll  roop  In  a  fresh  and  clean  bod  and  allowed  ry  wlfo, 
notlflod  by  Noganl.  to  soo  ae  for  on®  shor%  nonent.  (This  good 
Indonesian  doctor  13  now  on  his  ipy  to  Holland,  becauso  his 

I  family  is  no  longer  safe  here),  u)ut  even  hero  Kaneko  and  Katsuna 
ca»  e  every  day.  continuing  the  trial  In  tho  sane  brutal  way  as 
they  did  in  jail!)  The  doctors  at  present  still  In  the  central 
city  hospital  (C.B.Z.)  nargd  Soekarlo  and  Kararoy,  should  bo  able 
to  testify  to  this  fact,  [Dr.  Kararoy  then  examined  ry  blood  and 
stated  "serious  anaemia".  Sone  months  ago  he  declared  to  ne 
that  he  at  the  tire  supposed  the  Japs  had  given  re  sore  slow- 
working  poison,  in  order  to  make  re  all  weak  and  without  will. 

Meanwhile  I  still  denied  having  written  the  letters  with 
osolona  :o  information  to  Batavia.  After  having  lain  in  tho 
central  city  hospital  for  5  days  and  having  been  tried  and 
thrashed,  every  ^ay  without  confessing  what  they  wanted  re  to 
confess,  the  gentlemen  grew  very  lrpationt;  a  Kenpei  officer 
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Knnd.o  Joined  the  two  Interrogators,  doclored  ny  treatment  much 
too  fine,  ponnelcd  ry  body  with  his  sword  In  tho  sheath  one. 
ordered  to  tr.ke  ne  to  the  Kerpeitai  building. 

That  night  this  lieutenant  and  Knnoko  together  boot  no  with 
thrashing  mstrunents  especially  redo  for  the  purpose,  7 

collapsed,  thereupon  brought  ne  to  consciousness  again  1 wi^  8 

of  Ice,  and  then  nado  a  false  witness,  nanot ,  HliyglfUlllS t 
against  ne.  This  nan  entered  tho  room  with  his  nrn  h_.nc,agod  11  <0 
soneone  with  a  broken  wrist  -  pale  and  weary,  evidently  also  tor¬ 
tured  before  -  and  testified  that  I  had  brought  him  tw  letters 
ready  for  transportation  to  Batavia,  ono  for  Mr.  1 Bogaarc t.  another 
one  for  the  Swis.a  consul  there.  Thon  -  it  was  about  nldnl., jit  - 
they  thrashed  re  again  until,  in  a  state  of  exhaustion  and  a pat  y, 

I  odrittod  nil  they  wanted^  So  X  confessed  the  br-ngin^  f  tn 
letters  t^  Mr.  Htlverdink,  nut  a3  they  wanted  to  know  the  con¬ 
tents  of  tho  letters,  I,  of  c-urso,  could  not  answer,  because  tho 
letters  never  existed  But  this  problem  was  easily  solved  by 
the  two  gentlemen:  they  sirply  put  a  nap  boforo  ne,  while  I  was 
lviaCT  with  ny  head  on  the  table-top  fron  utter  exhaustion  where 
uDon  v/as  sketched  an^  written  the  nest  amtool-lovoatoio  nonsonso.  In 
tho  centra  there  was  a  circle,  with  ny  naro  insioe  it,  all  nr 
this  circle  several  smaller  ones  with  the  nares  of  ry  ^cqujJ^a^oe 
with  whop  I  was  supposed  to  have  spied  against  the  Japo.  N^x 
the  circles  wes  written  what  tho  persons  concerned  had  accon- 
pllshod  (I  was  conscious  enough  t>  recognize  the  handwriting  of 
Mr/  Leydolnoior,  with  whop  I  had  been  nuch  in  contact  rcgarc  g 
D^or  relief  and  I.E.V,  politics  before  my  innrisonren«) .  His 
circle  was  drawn  quite  near  to  nine  -  so  ho  was  supposoc.  to  be  one 
of  ry  closest  assistants  to  get  secret  Inf  n  ation  -  and  th-ro  was 
written  that  he  had  read  two  letters  fron  no:  one  for  .»r.  Bogaarat, 
the  other  one  for  the  Swiss  consul  in  Batavia!  Tho  contents  were 
JEout  the  same;  all  kinds  of  rilitnry  information  from  Serarang, 
hut  besides  that  ny  wish  to  bo  inf°rir.3i  l—r3'  lately  wh-n

(Those  tortures  wont  so  far,  oven  to  death  by  drowning,  that 
everybody  was  compelled  to  confess  oven  the  "ost  ira binary  accuca* 
tions.  \ccording  to  ry  c-nvi*tiMi  tho  confessions  extorted  by 
Senarang  Kerpei  ren  account  f ^r  the  lives  of  7  employees  of  the 
railways  (N.I.S.  Semarang).  They  have  most  probably  been  de- 
cooitatod  after  their  sentence  to  death  by  tho  court  martial  at 
Batavia.  To  this  tragedy  I  attended  personally  (the  trial  and 
sentence  by  the  above  mentioned  courts:  the  victims  were: 

Teeuwen.  Hollard ,  Wolff,  Bruckner,  Bastinar.s  (all  Europeans,  Kwik 
(Chinese)  and  S.-elibcre  (Timorese),  They  had  been  forced  tc  con¬ 
fess  bein'*  guilty  of  sabotage,  by  incitin'*  to  sot  a  warehouse  on 
fire.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  firing  cf  a  railway  storehouse  hnc. 
taken  place  indeed,  but  these  non  did  not  bear  any  relation  to 
it.

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[vjfhon  tho  trial  had  lasted  for  more  than  14  months  and  Knnoke 
had  written  volumes  about  It  and  copied  them  n^ain  and  again, 
tho  official  reports  being  -»hde  still  noro  "convincing" ,  without 
having  succeeded  in  getting  a  story  acceptable  to  normal  l^gic. 
this  "case"  apparently  began  to  bore  tho  Kempoitai  HenPoffice  in 
Batavia i  In  the  early  part  of  December  1943  thoy  sent  ab-'ut  six 
Kempei  non  from  tho  H.Q.  to  us,  who,  after  repeated  interrogation, 
closed  the  trial.  They  rado  nuch  reduced  official  reports  in 
tho  Japanese  language  and  characters,  which  wo  cauld  not  read  but 
wore  nevertheless  crrpjllod  to  sign,  without  being  tolf  the  con¬ 
tents,  Iftoi^nrd.a  thoa*4  reports  turned  out  to  bo  air  "confes¬ 
sions",  in  which  wo  were  charged  witn  the  queerest  facts,  like 
using  grardnothors  for  the  r  >le  of  sed.ucors  of  solcicrs  to  find 
out- their  secrets,  ns  mentioned  above. 


On  January  10th,  with  7  other  persons  J  lined  in  one  case. 

I  was  transporter1  to  the  c^urt  rartlal  at  Batavia  (•  'mingspleln 
West),  so^n  followed  by  18  rare  Sonorans  railway  men;  tho  foot 
there  was  rather  gox!,  the  treatront  by  Mir  guardians  very  bad. 

Of  our  few  cl  ithes  and  medicines,  carefully  taken  along  with  us, 
a  good  deal  was  stolen:  sometimes  we  ha'’  t^  w^rk  quite  naker.  in 
tho  rarden,  In  rain  an1  wind.  Bathing  with  s '.?p  was  only  allowed 
once  a  week;  we  were  locked  up  in  a  4  x  4  r.  room  six  to  ten  men, 
had  t^  sit  an  the  floor  the  whole  day,  to  look  straight  iorwnr' 
at  the  wall;  looking  ar  und  ar  whispering  wr.irpunishod  severely  by 
rude  thrashings.  Sick  prisoners  had  ta  3tay  in  thiir  roor,  but 
were  scarcely  looked  of  ter.  \gninst  the  spreading  of  abdominal 
diseases  they  sprayed  a  disinfectant  over  the  faeces-recoptacles 
which  were  standing  in  the  corners  of  the  rooms.  Tho  pati.nt.> 
get  powders,  which  did.  not  help. 


\ftar  having  spent  three  weeks  in  this  hell  an<  having  ob¬ 
tained  tho  opDortunity  t->  deliver  a  letter  of  apology  ant.  a  re¬ 
quest  for  clemency  in  English,  in  which  I  rejected  once  moro  all 
the  crazv  charges,  reducing  r'iy  illegality  t  rial  proper t i  n 
(talking,  anti-Nippon  and  spreading  radio  Haws) ,  the  day  of  session 
of  the  court  martial  arrived  (Jan,  30,  1945).  The  -er-bers  of  t
